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Abstract 

Starting devices are provided that are adapted to help hold the front end of a 
motorcycle down, especially in a "hole shot" or starting applications. The devices allow 
a rider to compress the suspension fork of the motorcycle down by about 3 to about 4 
inches and temporarily lock the fork in a given position. Certain variations provide for 
selection one of a number of positions. Lock-down and automatic release are 
accomplished by pushing in a spring loaded lock button while the fork struts are 
compressed. A pin member interfaces with a stop member located on the fork to prevent 
decompression of the fork. Upon further compression of the fork (e.g., due to braking) 
the pin is released and the spring member draws the pin out of the way to allow clearance 
for free fork travel. 
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
